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History of the Missouri Silver 
Haired Legislature 


issouri’s Silver Haired Legislature (SHL) has the distinction of 

being the very first such organization in the United States. It 
was created in 1973 by a small group of senior citizens who met 
with the President Pro Tem of the Senate, William Cason, to discuss 
and form a group whose specific purpose was to advocate for senior 
issues. The first session consisted of 10 members who met as one 
cohesive body. The group was sponsored by the Jaycees, who 
continued to provide sponsorship until 1975 when the Missouri Office 
of Aging and the Area Agencies on Aging took over the responsibility. 


In 1975, the SHL structure was changed to resemble the 
Missouri General Assembly. Each Area Agency on Aging elected 
15 delegates, specifying 12 as representatives and three as 
senators. Each agency also elected three to six alternates 
who would serve in the absence of an elected delegate. 


Since 1978, it has become customary to rank the truly agreed 
and finally passed bills in priority order. At the close of the 
fall session, delegates vote for the top five priorities. Those 
priorities are considered the most important issues for the 
year. Members come to Jefferson City during the General 
Assembly session to testify before various legislative committees 
concerning the chosen priorities and other issues of interest. 


Bylaws were written and adopted by the membership in 1982. 
They laid the groundwork for incorporation in 1983 and the 
creation of a 17-member board of directors. The bylaws defined 
the overall purposes, which are to: (1) provide legislative and 
regulatory education; (2) promote legislative and community 
advocacy; (3) assess the legislative needs and priorities of 
older Missourians; and (4) provide a service that encourages 
and develops individual and group participation and leadership.

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History oF Missouri SILVER HAIRED LEGISLATURE 


Those purposes form the basis for recognition of the SHL as a 
legitimate voice for older Missourians. State representatives 
and senators are seldom reluctant to sponsor SHL-backed 
legislation because the SHL’s bills have repeatedly become laws. 


Today, the SHL consists of 120 representatives, 30 senators and 
approximately 30 alternates. Delegates and alternates must 
be at least 60 years of age and reside within the planning and 
service area they represent. Delegates and alternates serve 
two-year terms. In May of each year, Area Agencies on Aging 
hold elections for approximately one-half of their Silver Haired 
delegation and the alternate positions. Holding elections for one- 
half of the delegates allows for a consistency within the membership 
and provides a means for education of the “new” members.
